A dictionary 


published in the early part of the eigh- 
teenth century 
lias "bite,'1 a turn or 


part of a ciible; '"bitts," to mean pieces 
of timber to which a cable is fastened 
when a ship rides at -anchor; •'bitter" u 
turn of the cable about the timber called 
"bitts," that it may bo veered out by 
little and little; and "bitter end" (of a 
cable) is that part which is wound about 
the''bills'' when a ship rides at anchor. 
The modern cant expression, 
"to 
the 


bitter end," may have taken its rise, either 
from the old nautical words, as meaning 
the last coil of the cable, or from the last 
end, 
the very ''bitter" dregs. 
It is a 


slung expression, another form of "I will 
light you to the death." 
In it "hitter" 


only means pitiless, severe, like a bitter 
east wind or a hitter foe.

fuliiCKS to shop and factory air, aud this 
requisite) amount'is readily obtained t>y 
simple means, These means arc only to 
admit and induce a draught from outside 
>y an expelling force from inside. 
By 


wtuml nicthJKlf. this rssuH may he se- 
cured in many cases. Admission of outer

world one of its most prominent mem- 
bers. Professor Rogers was the, second 
sun u? foul1 hi ti fiuiiiiy noted for its sci-< 
entiiic acquirements, and was born in 
Philadelphia in 1805. 
His early educa- 


t'on was under tlie immediate charge of 
his father, but was 
continued 
later, 


though largely uudor the same guidance, 
at William uud Mary College. 
At tho age 


of 21 he delivered at Maryland Institute, 
Baltimore, his first lecture on science, 
aud one year later he succeeded bis father 
as Professor of Natural Philosophy and 
Chemistry at William aud Mary College. 
In 1835 he accepted an appointment to 
the cliair of natural philosophy in the 
University of Virginia, and there also he 
first began iustiucting in mineralogy and 
geology. 
While a member of the Associa 


tion of 
American Geologists, he wa 


elected a number of times its chairnmi 
aud took an active interest in its proceed 
ings, contributing many valuable memoh 
to its transactions. 
He presided at th 


meeting which expanded this last men 
tioued society into "The American Socio 
ty for the Advancement of Science." I 
1853 Professor Rogers removed to Bos 
ton, where he at once identified himse' 
with the prominent educational iuteres 
of the city. 


In connection with a committef 


gentlemen 110 less interested limn hhuse] 
in the establishment iis Bnsfmi «f n enhnn 
.of science, he drew up a scheme, entitle 
"Object aud Plan of an Institution o 
Technology," and embraced therein also 
School of Industrial Science, Museum o 
Arts and a Society of Arts. To the accom

Rogers beut every energy, and at lengti 
a charter from the stale was grantee 
providing the laud upon which the -Insti 
lute buildings now stand.

Departmeht of Physics and Geology

Liquids, explosives, sharp instruments un- 


less well protected, and all powders are 
uumailable. 


The name and address of the sender may 


be written on the wrapper of third or fourth 
class matter, and a simple inscription may 
be written on Che lly leaf of a book. 


Letters and packages will be forwiml- 


ed if the party addressed has moved, 
without extra postage. If the party ad- 
dressed eauu'jt bn found letters will be 
returned to sender if address is on 'wrapper, 
but third and fourth class mutter can not be 
returned unless stamps are sent to paf 
postage. 


Packages of -the third and fourth class, 


except books, are limited to four pounds in 
weight. For books no limit is set. 


The fee for registering a letter is 10 cents,

THE CEDARS OF LEBANON. 


The cedars of Lebanon have of late 


years Buffered much from the destructive 
tendencies of visitors. 
The governor- 


general of the Lebanon has therefore laid 
down certain regulations for the protec- 
tion of the cedar grove of Buche're, and 
appointed a custodian to see that the 
rules are enforced. 
A wall has been built 


around the cedar grove, and, although 
the cedars will be accessible to all travel- 
lers wishing to visit them, the erection of 
tents aud establishment of encampments 
will not be permitted within this enclosure 
except in such places as inny bo pointed 
out by the guard. No lire:- i«ay l.»o lighted 
in the vicinity of the trees, and .ill cook- 
ing operations must be carried on outside 
the enclosure. 


The observance of this precaution is all 


tlie more necessary, as three of the larg- 
est cellars were recently destroyed by fire, 
through the carelessness of servants at- 
tached to the soites of travellers. 
It in 


absolutely prohibited to cut branches or 
Hjiiigs, either for local use or for carrying 
away. The horses aud mules of travel- 
lers will not he allowed to remain within 
the enclosure, while other animals, snch 
as oxen, cows, goats, sheep, etc., are not 
to outer under any pretext, and will bo 
impounded if found trespassing. 
The in- 


terpreters and muleteers of travellers will 
be held responsible for the infraction of 
any .of these rules, which the natives also 
are expected lo observe. 
By these judi- 


cious steps it is hoped that the . famous 
cellars will be preserved from destruc- 
tion.
